A. — We do not think any door-keeper 
wonld refuse admittance to any person who 
was known to bs without money or work. 
U is only reasonable that those usmg the 
building ebould pay something towards 
ibe current expenses. Bent, heating and 
light in some corpa makes ft very heavy 
sum each week, and tbe Army is entirely 
dependent upon its collections to meet 
suoh. It is impossible to draw a hard and 
fast line on the matter. Of conns if it 
was a special meeting, then there would be 
porfecot justification in keeping out those 
who did not pay, provided ii was so en- 
ounced bafbre hud, 

Q,— If a soldier wishes to leave my

Q.— Is it right to make known the pro- 
ceedings of a private roll oall ? 

Aw— No. What is sain at a private 
meeting is not always io tended for the 
public, otherwise why havs ft private roll 
call. It ia not always expedient to let the 
devil know your business and plana.
